Mayor Tom Altman and Com- 
missionér Claud Tindall explained 
they couldn't stop the workers 
from going to Miami nor could.they 
stop the taxis from taking them 
out of town, М 

Commissioners Kenneth Harris 
and William Grear said the only 
agency which could stop or slow 
down the practice would be the 


city police departmetns where the 
workers are taken, and then only 
when the taxis picked up the 
workers for their returned trips. 

The merchants also complained

There have already been any number of analysts attem- 
pting to come up with a reason why none of-the proposals on 
the ballot were carried but until we're convinced otherwise, 
we'll maintain thére were simply too many people who didn't 
understand the propositions. x 


Oh, sure, probably everyone understood one or more of 
them; but they probably weren't the same ones. Апа all the 
voters probably understood the wording of some of the 
propositions without understanding the ramifications of 


Which is nothing to be ashamed of. There probably isn't 
"anyone in the state who сап truthfully say he or.she under- 
stands all nine of the provisions and what they'd mean to the 
state's future. 


Even in the massive negative vote, there is probably a 
lesson here. The lesson could be that anytime there are as 
many changes offered to the constitution as there were a 


week ago, there are too mally clianges for the voters to com-

Could reduce need, to backpump 


George Snyder, of the Univer- 
sity of Florida Agricultural 
Research and Education Center in 
Belle Glade, recently addressed a 
civic club where he gave a brief 
history of rice growing's first ap- 
pearance.in South Florida in the 
1950s. 

Snyder said that some sugar 
cane growers are turning to rice as. 
a means of supplementing the cost 
of flooding fields in the summer. 
Опе .of the spinoffs of the rice 

[onem could We the reduction of

areas. The water would be retained 
in the rice fields which could help 
eliminate pollution to potential 
water supplies, 

Snyder said that rice has been 
grown successfully їп. the 
everglades since the 1950s. But af- 
ter disease struck early in the 
program it was only grown as a 
cover crop to be plowed under at. 
the beginning of each sugarcane 
season - not as a grain crop. 

Last year marked the first year 
local growers raised rice to send to 
market since the disease struck. 
“Seminole Sugar had a good grain 
harvest," he explained, adding 
that СИТ and Western, which also 
Егем / rice in limited areas, 
prod excellent yields. 

Snyder said the chief‘reason for 
growing rice in canefields during 
the summer is to control water 
weeds which can crop up while 
fields are flooded. 

"Thé flooding benefits sugarcane 
by controlling inete; disease, 
nematodes and dry land weeds, 
Stops land subsidence and im- 
proves tilth. 

Sugarcane farmers who first 
grew rice in their fields during the 
"60s recognized the supplemental 
income potential of the crop and 
may have continued to produce it 
for grain had it not been for the 
oriental disease: 

,, Snyder explained that it was the 
first time the disease had ever 
struck rice in the United States, so 


~ it was destroyed to keep it from 


spreading to major rice producng 
areas in Louisiana. 

“The next year it showed up 
elsewhere," he said, "but that act 
(of destroying the previous year's 
crops) eliminated rice in the Glades 
(as a grain crop) for 20 years,” 

Part of the reluctance of farmers 
to produce grain crops stems from 
the lack of a rice mill in this area, 
Snyder explained. With the price of 
raw rice about half that of milléd 
rice, shipping prices of raw rice can 
significantly affect profits. 

If last year's crops are any in- 
dication, the future of rice crops as 
a source of supplemental income 
looks good. The average profit 
realized last year was about $100 
per acre (based on a 4,000 pound 
рег acre yield), he said. 

“The mill people are scratching 
their heads trying to figure out 


' why Florida rice was of so good 


quality," Snyder mused. 

Those crops were not without 
problems, however. Seminole 
Sugar had problems with 
the grain which reduced the usable 
"yield. And the second crop har- 


vested from the first year's plants P 


was of poor quality. 

Growing rice "їз not all gravy,” 
Snyder admitted. Aside from the 
weather (it can't be too hot or'too 
cold), sugarcane borers can attack 
„Tice. And since the borers actually 
like the fice stalks better than the ' 
cane, some farmers have 
questioned whether rice crops 
could increase the problems with 
the'dreaded parasites in sugarcane. 

But Snyder argued against that 
contention, saying that it's the 
sugarcane that infects the rice with 
the borers. 

The Belle Glade soil scientist 
noted that rice will never replace 
sugarcane as the prime crop of the 
glades area. "It is not here to. 
replace a crop, but rather sup- 
plement (farmers incomes) and of-

are issued 


200 special permits have been 
issued for the antlerless deer hunt 
on „the Rotenberger Wildlife 
Management Area in southwest 
Palm Beach County. 

The special hunt, which will run 
from Nov. 14 through Nov..19, was 
approved by the Game & Fresh 
Water Fish Commission in an ef- 
‘fort to improve the overall deer 
situation in the area. 
` “High water levels have concen- 
trated the Rotenberger deer herd in 
the elevated northern section of the 
"area," advised Major Louis Е. 
Gainey, thé Commission's 
Regional Manager. ‘This high deer 
density has led to acuté parasitism 
which is in the critical range." 


“According to the Southeastern ` 


Cooperative Wildlife Disease Stu- 
dy, a parasite count of over 1,500 
indicates an: overpopulation -of 
deer. Studies conducted over -the 
last five months by Commission 
biologists indicate that -parasite 
levels in Rotenberger deer have 
been steadily increasing and have 

. exceeded safe limits for two mon- 
ths. “The latest count was over 
1, " said Gainey. 

“An antlerless deer hunt is 
necessary,” he said, “їп order to 
reduce population density and 
relieve competition for food sour- 
ces, If deer numbers are not 
reduced, a die-off may occur due to 
parasite burdens and 
malnutrition." . 

Because of these special circum- 
stances, the Commission has 
closed the Rotenberger Area to 
dogs and to motorized equipment, 
including off-road vehicles and air- 
boats, because of the additional 
stress vehicles could place ori the 
weakened deer herd. “The welfare 
of the deer has.our highest 
priority," Gainey said. '"The deer 
are already in poor condition and 


we don’t: want to lose more than _ 


necessary.
